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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The objection to the specification is withdrawn in view of the amendment to the 
specification. 

3. The rejections of claims 37, 39-47 and 50 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 are withdrawn in view of 
the amendment to the claims. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed July 2, 2010, with respect to the rejection of 
claim 60 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claim 60 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 has been withdrawn. 

5. The rejections of claims 51, 54, 55 and 60 under 35 U.S.C. 103 are withdrawn in view of 
the amendment to the claims.
